LOOSE  THnfKDfO 


Those  who  Xollow  tlie  vwiety  of  opinlona  being 
given  expression  to  as  ran«Bted  pftnaeoM  for 

the  various  economic  ills  to  which  mankind,  for 
the  moment,  bM  faUen  heir,  must  be  particu- 
larly struck,  not  ao  mucli  with  the  TsrlablUty 
M  the  futility  of  public  opinion,  II  l.i  not  a  new 
•pectaele  by  any  mMUU.  It  was  described  by 
Sir  Thomas  Browne  nearly  three  centuries  ago 
aa,  "that  great  enemy  of  rea.son,  virtue  and  re- 
ligion, the  MulUtude,  that  numerous  piece  of 
mooatroalty  ....  more  prodlfloua  than 
Hydra."  The  truth  Ls  that  public  opinion  is 
largely  a  hodge  podge  of  ideas  and  speculations, 
swayed  hither  and  thither  by  waves  of  eraoUon 
and  propaganda;  reslllr nt  and  optimistic  in  times 
of  prosperity;  grumbling  axu^  blaming  constituted 
authority  when  things  go  wrcmg. 

Of  the  hodge  podge  of  Ideas  that  at  present 
constitutes  the  welter  of  thought-  on  economic 
and  fiscal  subjects  to  our  own  province,  there  Is 
an  indication  in  the  political  discussions  of  the 
time.  There  is  the  instance  of  a  member  who_  is 
of  opinion  that  the  gold  standard  Is  gone^for 
good  and  all,  and  he  would  have  its  place  taken 
by  the  promiscuous  issue  of  paper  money,  with- 
out  reference  to  the  securlly  existing 
ultimate  irvdsmption  of  the  st  rap.s  of  paper  It 
would  bt  m  pleasant  reflection  if  those  sitting  in 
on  a  game  of  poker  could,  when  cleaned  out, 
manufacture  chips  for  themselves  and  continue 
to  play  indennitely  in  the  hope  of  redeeming 
their  losses.  Currency  and  exchange  ta  poker, 
however,  as  in  the  ganfie  of  life,  depend  on  secur- 
ity in  values,  and  without  that  security  the  seat 
and  inspiration  of  the  play  have  gone.  The 
Issue  of  scraps  of  paper,  without  the  assurance 
that  behind  them  lies  the  security  of  monetary 
exchange,  which  Is  the  foundation  stone  of  In- 
ternational as  well  as  national  credit,  would  moan 
a  period  of  inflation  that  would  work  incalcul- 
able Ills.  A  suggestion  to  adyanee  towards  this 
end  is  an  Illustration  of  loose  thlnltlng

The  calculations  of  the  selsntMIe  mtod  hi  the 
tracing  of  matter  to  Its  ultimate  lair  are  dimcult 
enough.  They  have  been  Intensified  by  the  dis- 
covery by  Dr.  James  Chadwlck,  of  Cambridge,  of 

a  new  type  of  i.  :::  i  ■  particle  which  has  been 
christened  the  neutron.  It  consists  of  a  proton 
and  an  electron  bound  together  without  having 
the  capability  of  any  electric  discharRo  Sir 
Arthur  Eddlngton  Is  Impressed  with  the  discov- 
ery. Dr.  Chadwlck  himself  Is  not  so  much  Im- 
pressed, because  he  is  not  certain  thai  it  will 
yield  to  treatment  that  would  lead  to  practical 
application. 

The  atom  Is  being  studied  for  a  variety  of  pur- 
poses, one  of  which  is  to  find  a  clue  to  the  struc- 
ture of  the  stars.  The  belief  exists  that  there  are 

boiuidless  possibilities  In  the  use  of  the  atom  if 
It  could  be  harnessed  for  human  controL  The 
atom  Is  the  Cinderella  of  science.  As  a  result  of 
research  one  seientlst  says,  "it  has 
grown  from  an  arithmetical  proportion,  with  an 
Inscrutably  complex  inside,  to  a  well-ordered 
solar  system  grandiose  in  its  minuteness."  Now, 
In  the  process  of  Investigation  of  the  atom,  a 
new  ultimate  particle,  in  the  neutron,  has  been 
discovered.  Its  weight  Is  set  at  200.000.000,000.- 
000.000,000,000  to  the  ounce,  and  Dr.  Albert  A. 
Millikan,  i  noted  American  scientist,  thinks  the 
estimate  Is  too  great;  Indeed,  expresses  the  be- 
lief that  it  would  take  many  times  this  number 
of  neutrons  to  make  up  an  ounce.  The  neutron 
opens  up  a  new  era  in  the  InAniteslmal.  To  sci- 
entists it  may  explain,  but  to  the  lay  mind  it 
complicates  still  further  human  understanding 
of  the  atom.

Issues  of  the  Umi  in  the  demand  for  thrift  in  * 
administration  but  It  hua  aroused— on  the 
grounds  that  the  party  In  opposlilon  believes 
that  it  exists  to  oppose  whatever  is  propo.sed- 
critlclsm  of  a  character  that  aflords  striking 
evidence  of  loose  thinking.  Had  the  Government 
of  the  day  not  Instituted  the  economies  in  ques- 
tion It  would  be  accused  of  doing  nothing  to  cor- 
rect the  faults  which  are  complained  of;  because 
it  is  doing  somethmu  and  of  very  definite  value. 
It  Is  also  the  subject  of  accusation,  sheerly  for  the 
purpose  of  party  politics. 

There  has  been  a  movement  recently,  en- 
gineered In  Vancouver,  to  persuade  the  Govern- 
ment to  carry  out  sweeping  economlee  of  such  a 
nature  as  will  preclude  added  taxation  it  is  an 
honest  movement,  well  conceived,  but  it  does  not 
attempt  to  show  the  Government  how  the  econ- 
omies In  question  could  be  accomplished.  In- 
stead, it  suggests  a  commission  of  inquiry  int^) 
fiscal  affairs.  A  commission,  In  the  eyes  of  too 
many  people,  ajypears  to  have  all  the  vlrtue.i  of 
that  blessed  word,  Mesopotamia,  soothing,  be- 
cause It  absolves  a  Government  from  doing  the 
th^klng  that  It  is  clio.sen  for  ofTlce  to  do.  There 
is  yet  another  aspect  of  this  demand  for  a  com- 
mission to  decree  economies.  The  thought  has 
fructified  In  the  minds  of  those  who  a  .short  time 
ago  were  using  all  their  persuasive  powers  to  in- 
dtice  the  Government  to  build  a  railway  Into  the 
Peace  River  area  -a  project  which  would  cost 
some  $65,000,000.  Had  that  new  debt  been  plant- 
ed on  the  province  there  would  indeed  have  been 
need  of  economies  far  greater  than  any  being 
urged  at  the  present  tlme.^  In  the  new  demands 
there  la  an  Illustration  of  the  Ineonslsteney  ot 
public  opinion.  That  opinion  has  its  natural 
fink  and  reflux,  but  it  should  be  the  duty  of 
governments  to  carry  on.  set  upon  as  even  a 
keel  as  posstbie,  wttfi  con^ulty  of  thought  and 
action. 

The  inconsistency  of  public  opinion  Is  found 
la  the  varied  sets  of  thought  at  work  in  every 
sphere  of  society.  There  are  those  who  are  ad- 
vocating a  spread  of  social  services,  deaf  to  the 
Isesnn  of  the  part  the  public  charity  they  repre- 
sent has  played  in  unbalanced  budgets.  With 
one  voice  they  deihand  that  budgets  should  be 
balanced;  with  another  they  .seek  to  make  it 
more  impossible  than  ever  to  Insure  that  botli 
enda  meet  It  Is  small  wonder  that  governments 
are  in  a  quandary  In  any  efforts  made  to  a.scer- 
taln  what  public  opinion  wants,  when  that  public 
opinion  Is  a  eontradletlon  In  terms.  Hie  fact  Is 
that  public  opinion  l.s  hydra-headed;  that  it  is 
based  on  emotional  impulses  rather  ^an  on 
clear-sighted  Judgment.  It  seeks  a  scapegoat 
always  when  assailed  by  the  slings  and  arrows  of 
•tttrageous  fortune.  More  especially,  the  fiscal 
ttfliles  of  the  day  are  quick  enodgh  to  detect  the 
faidts  of  others,  but  make  little  or  no  attempt  to 
discern  their  own.  This  is  an  age  of  promis- 
TOOtts  blamtag.  and  therefore  aa  Imlloaal  age; 
and  yet  a  time  when  reason  aai  Mlm  thlaktag 
are  eminently  desirable. 


Press  tias  dlaoarded  the  garb  of  the 
apostle  ef  fiooai  and  innaeil  the 

robes  of  a  bearer  of  glad  tidings. 
Our  contemporary  has  seen  the 
error  of  Hs  diaeonaolate  ways,  ap- 
parently because  it  has  seen  a  bow 
of  promise  in  the  heavens.  Or  it 
may  be  that  it  has  heard  the 
feathered  harbingers  of  Spring  sing 
ing  a  cheerful  song  of  hope  and 
cannot  refrain  from  Joining  in  the 
chorus.  At  any  rate,  the  Job  Trot 
ter  of  Canadian  Journalism  has 
ceased  to  spout  tears  like  a  water- 
works and  has  becom#  as  optimistic 
as  Mark  Tapley  was  and  will  be  as 
long  as  there  lives  anybody  Inter- 
ested In  good  stories.
